South Vietnamese troops re­ 
portedly killed 12 VietCongand

five in a day-long 
sweep south of Saigon Friday. 
The downed Jet was one of a 
group from the 7th Fleet carrier 
Oriskany. The target was the

railroad-highway 
bridge 35 miles east of Hanoi. 
Direct hits were made on the 
bridge, pilots said. 
About 15 Navy planes made 
the strike. They reported seeing 
five missiles fired from a site 
near the bridge. None hit the 
attacking planes. The Crusader 
was knocked down by conven­ 
tional antiaircraft fire. 
The Navy planes dropped 35 
tons of bombs during the action 
against the bridge and missile 
site. They encountered heavy 
antiaircraft fire.

ices Administration, which has 
control ofthe stockpile. No deci­ 
sion was announced after the 


session. 
If there should be a confronta­ 
tion, as occurred between the 
late President John F. Kennedy 
and the steel industry over a 
price increase in 1962, it was 
felt that the harmonious rela.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. AP 
— The threat of a U. S. - 
Soviet split on the India-Paki­ 
stan crisis cast a shadow today 
over a new move by the Securi­ 
ty Council to enforce the shaky 
truce. 
The Soviet Union broke the 
big power unanimity that had 
prevailed on the Issue when it 
abstained Friday on a council 
resolution demanding that both 
sides stop violating the cease­ 
fire and agree to a deadline for 
pulling back their troops. 
Soviet Ambassador Nikolai T. 
Fedorenko said he refrained 
from voting because the resolu­ 
tion ignored a Soviet demand 
for a three-month limit on keep­ 
ing U. N. truce observers in In­ 
dia and Pakistan. 
Fedorenko, however, did not 
cast a big power veto, which 
would have killed the resolu­ 
tion. It passed 9-0 with the Sov­ 
iet Union and Jordan abstaining. 


NEW 
YORK (AP) — The 
price of platinum, a metal as 
precious in a jet engine as it is 
in a piece of jewelry, is climb­ 
ing like a rocket. 
Many people in the metals 
industry are blaming the Rus­ 
sians for the price increase.

Platinum Friday was quoted 
at a record $170-$175 an ounce 
in the world market in London.

By full employment, the ad­ 
ministration does not mean re­ 
ducing the jobless jobs for ev­ 
eryone willing and able to work. 
What has all this to do with 
prices? 


Some government economists 
believe the drive toward full 
employment will create a highly 
competitive labor market, bid­ 
ding up wages and thus raising 
prices. 
Others, however, say the rap­ 
id expansion in the economy can 
provide many more jobs at cur­ 
rent wage levels and absorb 
more of the unemployed without 
forcing up prices.

Cuban Refugees 


Will Fly To U.S. 


Under Accord 


JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP)— 
President Johnson announced 
today the signing of an agree­ 
ment with Cuba permitting 3,- 
000 to 4,000 Cuban 
refugees 
each month to fly to the United 
States on American planes. 
It was agreed that the move­ 
ment of refugees will begin "not 
later than Dec. I." 
Johnson expressed his satis­ 
faction with the agreement, say­ 
ing in a statement: 
"I am pleased with the under­ 
standing 
which 
has 
been 
reached. It is an important for­ 
ward step in carrying out the 
declaration I made on Oct. 3 to 
the Cuban people. I said that 
those who seek refuge here will 
find it. That continues to be the 
policy of the American people." 
Priority will be given to Cu­ 
bans who have immediate fam­ 
ily relatives already living in 
the United States. 
The refugee exodus will be by 
commercial 
airliners 
chartered by the United States 
government. The planes will fly 
out of the airport at Varadero, 
Cuba, 60 miles east of Havana. 
The designation "immediate 
relatives" is defined as parents 
of unm arried children underage 
21, spouses, 
unmarried chil­ 
dren under the age of 21 and 
brothers and sisters under 21.

There are tim es, so we’ve been told, when a 
Congressman or Senator may feel compelled, 
in good conscience, to take a stand on some 
particular issue which he knows full well is 
contrary to the wishes of a m ajority of his 
constituents.

WASHINGTON — On the desk 
of Federal Reserve Chairman 
William McChesney Martin is 
an application for a banking 
merger which illustrates the 
issue involved in one of the 
most hotly lobbied battles in th. 
closing days of 
Congress— 
namely, bank m ergers. 
It’s an application by the First 
National Bank of Jackson, Ohio, 
to m erger with the powerful 
Bancohio 
Holding Company, 
which already controls 22 banks 
and in turn is controlled by 
the powerful Wolfe Family of 
Columbus. This is one reason 
why Rep. Wright Patman, the 
- Texarkana trust buster, is bat­ 
tling against the bank merger 
bill. 
In Central Ohio, the Wolfe 
family owns the major news­ 
paper in Columbus, one radio 
station, one TV station, the 
Wear-U-Well 
Shoe Corpora­ 
tion, the Ohio Corporation, and 
controls 22 banks. This con­ 
centration of power puts the 
Wolfe family in a position where 
it can Influence the election of 
six members of Congress, one- 
fifth of the Ohio General As­ 
sembly, and IO members of the 
Ohio Senate. 
Their banks and investment 
connections give the Wolfes al­ 
most a life and death grip on 
the economy of Central Ohio. 
They can decide who gets credit 
and who doesn’t, which deter­ 
mines, in turn, what businesses 
can exist and which can't. 
Ironically, Rep. Tom Ashley of 
Toledo, the Democrat who tried 
to sneak the bank merger bill 
past Rep. Patman in the clos­ 
ing days of the last Congress, 
is vigorously opposed to the 
Wolfe financial combine in Cen­ 
tral Ohio. The Wolfes are Re­ 
publicans. Yet Ashley wants 
more banking combines for the 
rest of the country.

Columbus Citizen and 
Ohio Journal, though disclaims 
any editorial supervision over 
them. 


The Wolfe family also owns

Its 
assets were listed in 1962 as 
$14,085,000. Companies whose 
securities are being handled by 
the Ohio Company are some­ 
times 
featured in the 
news 
columns of the Columbus Dis­ 
patch. 
The principal bank owned by 
the Wolfe family is the Ohio 
National, with deposits in 1963 
of $314,406,000—or 46.9 per 
cent of the total deposits in 
Franklin County, the county in 
which 
Columbus, 
the 
state 
capital, is located. 


The Worthington Savings Bank, 
an affiliate of the National Bank, 
has deposits of $16,306,000. 
The Ohio State Bank, another 
Wolfe affiliate, has deposits of, 
$16,554,000 — giving 
Wolfe 
banks 51.8 per cent of the total 
deposits in that area. 
In addition, the Wolfes own 
approximately 15 per cent of 
the Huntington National Bank, 
second largest bank in Franklin 
County. It has deposits of $163,- 
043,000 or 24.3 per cent of the 
total deposits in the county. 
On top of this a Wolfe holding 
company, 
the Bancohio Cor­ 
poration, listed total resources 
in 1963 of $843,654,000, exclud­ 
ing any interest in the Hunting­ 
ton National Bank.

er is tied in with the power oi

the Wolfe radio and television 


stations and the president of 
the Ohio National Bank. 
In addition, the Bancohio Cor­ 
poration controls the following

others, calmly philosophical,

Q. W hat is the nam e of th is rut 
of m eat? 


A. Beef Brisket. 
Q. W here does it com e from ? 
H ow is it identified? 


A. It comes from the brisket 
section of beef, which is in 
the 
forequarter, 
below 
the 
chuck. This is a large bone­ 


le s s cut composed of layers 
of fat and lean and is sold as 
fresh or c o r n e d beef. The 
term “corned" is used to in ­ 
dicate the meat has b e e n 
cured in brine. 


Q. H ow is it prepared? 


A. By cooking in liquid. F resh 
brisket is frequently browned 
before cooking, corned beef 
brisket is not. It’s placed in 
a large utensil and cooked, 
covered with water. Herbs, 
s p i c e s and vegetables are 
added, if desired, but no salt, 
when cooking corned b e e f . 
Cover the utensil and sim m er

BLOOMFIELD — More weed 
control chemicals were usedby 
farm ers In this area this year 
than ever l>efore. If you are a 
farm er, 
.ow is an excellent 
time for you to evaluate the weed 
control practice used this year. 
Weeds are especially a problem 
at harvest time, so farm ers are 
well aware of their weed prob­ 
lems now. In making such an 
evaluation, you will no doubt 
come up with some answers as 
to which chemicals workedbest, 
what you did right in cases 
where good results were ob­ 
tained, and what you did wrong 
in case of poor results. 
Two of the most important 
criteria used in the evaluation 
of chemicals in experimental 
tests 
are their effectiveness 
in controlling weeds and the 
effect the chemicals have on 
the crop. Certainly both of these 
should be considered in evaluat­ 
ing the use of chemicals on 
the farm along with ease of 
application and other such fac­ 
tors. To take this one step fur­ 
ther, we might also consider 
some factors commonly found to 
be responsible for poor results 
from the use of weed control 
chemicals. 
One thing that we sometimes 
find to be at fault is the fact" 
that the farm er has used a 
chemical that is not recom­ 
mended. Before a chemical is 
recommended by the University 
of Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture, it is tested in research 
plants for a number of years 
so that a farmer can be pretty 
well assured of getting good re­ 
sults if it is properly applied 
and weather and other condi­ 
tions are favorable. The chemi­ 
cal 
must also meet the label 
requirements 
established by 
U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture on the basis of Pure Food 
and Drug regulations so the 
farm er will know that it is safe 
for use 
for the purpose for 
which it is recommended. 
Timing of application is an 
important factor, and improper 
timing is often found to be re­ 
sponsible for poor results from 
the use of weed control chemi­ 
cals. Non-fortified herbicidal 
oils, 
for example, will give 
good results as an early sea­ 
son post emergence weed con­ 
trol 
treatm ent if used when 
weeds and grasses are sm all. 
Very often farmers are dis­ 
appointed with the results ob­ 
tained, however, because they 
wait too late to apply the oil. 
Favorable weather conditions 
have been recognized by farm ­ 
ers as a definite factor in de­ 
termining the results that might 
, be y€«pe)!;ted .<rom, the use 
of 
Weed control chemicals for sev­ 
eral 
years. 
Cotton farm ers 
knew, for example, that if they 
failed to get rain within two 
weeks after applying Diuron 
(Karmex) as a pre-emergence 
weed control chemical for cot­ 
ton, they could expect poor 
weed control. 
A number of 
cotton farm ers 
learned last 
spring that weather is also a 
very important factor in de­ 
termining when to apply some 
chemicals. In several cases 
farm ers failed to get good re­ 
sults from the use of DSMA 
as an early season post em er­ 
gence weed control treatment, 
and there was a very definite 
reason why it failed. Whereas 
DSMA 
is recommended for 
use when the air temperature is 
80 degrees F. or above, sev­ 
eral 
farm ers 
applied 
this 
chemical 
when tem peratures 
ranged from 60 to 70 degrees. 
Very often when a farm er 
obtains poor results from the 
.use of a weed control chemical, 
we find that the proper amount 
of chemical has not been ap­ 
plied. Naturally it is very im­ 
portant ‘hat the proper amount 
of chemical l>e applied. If we 
apply too little chemical, we can 
only expect poor 
weed 
con­ 
trol results, lf we apply too 
much, we waste money and we 
might even damage the crop to 
which the chimcial is applied. 
It is very important that the 
sprayer be calibrated to apply 
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the proper amount. Information 
to assist farmers In calibrat­ 
ing sprayers may be otained 
at your County University Ex­ 
tension Center. 
Another common reason 
for 
obtaining poor results from the 
use of weed control chemicals 
is poor seedbed preparation. 
If we have a cloddy soil surface 
as a result of poor seedbed 
preparation, the clods will de­ 
flect the chemicals that hits 
them so that some space will 
be left un-treated 
around the 
clods which will result in poor 
coverage. Then, weeds 
and 
grasses can bu expected to 
come up in these un-treated 
spots. 
Triflurabin 
(Treflan) should 
be properly incorporated into 
the soil for best results. Ac­ 
cording to our weed control 
specialists, poor incorporation 
has been responsible when poor 
weed control has been obtained 
from the use of this chemi­ 
cal in most cases. It is very 
important that this chemical be 
thoroughly mixed into the soil; 
therefore it should lie done 
according to recommendations 
and by use of the proper equip­ 
ment. 
Finally, a common reason why 
'farm ers do not get the re­ 
sults that they expect from the 
ase of weed control chemicals 
is because the weed in ques­ 
tion germinates too deeply for 
chemicals to reach, them. For 
example, cocklebur seed often 
germinates as deeply as two 
inches or mort in the ground, 
w h e r e a s 
pre - emergence 
chemicals hav£ to get the weed 
in the germinating stage or 
else they will not kill them. 
In other words, once a cockle­ 
bur seed has germinated the 
plant can come right on up 
through the land treated with 
pre-emergence weed 
control 
chemicals. 
It is very important that the 
farm er do what he can to help 
insure good results 
from the 
use of weed control chemicals. 
For this reason, we .suggest that 
he take the time and trouble to 
evaluate his weed control prac­ 
tices.

brown and are easily crushed.

Diplodia, Gibberella and Char­ 
coal stalk rots cannot be en­ 
tirely controlled at present, but 
certain of the hybrids have 
some resistance. Hybrids that 
utilize the full growing season 
usually have less stalk rot than 
those of earlier maturity. For 
selection of a hybrid for your 
farm lf lodging has been a 
problem, examine the lodging 
data for the varieties for a 
period of years.

Farm ers are still asking ques­

One source of this problem 
is the presence of stalk rots 
and root rots of corn. Stalk 
rots are widespread in most 
areas where corn is grown, and 
sometimes in serious losses in 
yield. 
Prem ature death of 
plants 
from stalk rot diseases results 
in light weight and chaffy ears 
with yield losses from 8 to 
16 percent. Fallen stalks are 
obviously difficult to harvest, 
and in seasons when moisture 
is high, ears in contact with 
the soil develop rots which can 
create storage problems. 
Several fungi and bacteria are 
responsible for stalk rot. The 
most common stalk rots 
are 
caused by fungi. They 
are 
Dlplodia, Gibberella and Char­ 
coal rot. 
These fungi are sim ilar in the 
way they attack the corn plants. 
They ordinarily do not attack 
young, actively growing plants. 
Rather, they attack plants which 
are approaching maturity. 
Diplodia and Gibberella stalk

NEW 
YORK (AP) — The 
price of platinum, a metal as 
precious in a jet engine as it is 
in a piece of jewelry, is climb­ 
ing like a rocket.

It was agreed that the move­ 
ment of refugees will begin "not 
later than Dec. 1." 
Johnson expressed his satis­ 
faction with the agreement, say­ 
ing in a statement: 
"I am pleased with the under­ 
standing 
which

reached. It is an important for­ 
ward step in carrying out the 
declaration I made on Oct. 3 to 
the Cuban people. I said that 
those who seek refuge here will 
find it. That continues to be the 
policy of the American people." 
Priority will be given to Cu­ 
bans who have immediate fam­ 
ily relatives already living in 
the United States. 
Tbe refugee exodus will be by 
commercial 
airliners 
chartered by the United States 
government. Tbe planes will fly 
out of the airport at Varadero, 
Cuba, 60 miles east of Havana. 
The designation "immediate 
relatives" is defined as parents 
of unmarried children under age 
21, spouses, unmarried chil­ 
dren under the age of 21 and 
brothers and sisters under 21.

There are times, so we’ve been told, when a 
Congressman or Senator may feel compelled, 
in good conscience, to take a stand on some 
particular issue which he knows full well is 
contrary to the wishes of a majority of his 
constituents. By so doing, he unquestionably 
would risk being voted out of office at the 
next election. And we would respect such a 
man for his conscientiousness, even if we dis­ 
agreed with his position.

WASHINGTON — On the desk 
of Federal Reserve Chairman 
William McChesney Martin is 
an application for a banking 
merger which illustrates the 
issue involved in one of the 
most hotly lobbied battles in th.

National Bank of Jackson, Ohio, 
to merger with the powerful 
Bancohio 
Holding Company, 
which already controls 22 banks 
and in turn is controlled by 
the powerful Wolfe Family of 
Columbus. This is one reason 
why Rep. Wright Patman, the 
Texarkana trust buster, is bat­ 
tling against the bank merger 
bill. 
In Central Ohio, the Wolfe 
family owns the major news­ 
paper in Columbus, one radio 
station, one TV station, the 
Wear-U-Well 
Shoe Corpora­ 
tion, the Ohio Corporation, and 
controls 22 banks. This con­ 
centration of power puts the 
Wolfe family in a position where 
it can influence the election of 
six members of Congress, one- 
fifth of the Ohio General As­ 
sembly, and 10 members of the 
Ohio Senate. 
Their banks and investment 
connections give the Wolfes al­ 
most a life and death grip on 
the economy of Central Ohio. 
They can decide who gets credit 
and who doesn’t, which deter­ 
mines, in turn, what businesses 
can exist and which can’t. 
Ironically, Rep. Tom Ashley of 
Toledo, the Democrat who tried 
to sneak the bank merger bill 
past Rep. Patman in the clos­ 
ing days of the last Congress, 
is vigorously opposed to the 
Wolfe financial combine in Cen­ 
tral Ohio. The Wolfes are Re­ 
publicans. Yet Ashley wants 
more banking combines for the 
rest of the country.

BLOOMFIELD -- More weed 
control chemicals were used by 
farm ers in this area this year 
than ever before. If you are a 
farm er, 
..o\v is an excellent 
time for you to evaluate the weed 
controt practice used this year. 
Weeds are especially a problem 
at harvest time, so farm ers are 
well aware of their weed prob­ 
lems now. In making such an 
evaluation, you will no doubt 
come up with some answers as 
to which chemicals workedbest, 
what you did right in cases 
where good results were ob­ 
tained, and what you did wrong 
in case of poor results. 
Two of the most important 
criteria used in the evaluation 
of chemicals in experimental 
tests 
are their effectiveness 
in controlling weeds and the 
effect the chemicals have on 
the crop. Certainly both of these 
should be considered in evaluat­ 
ing the use of chemicals on 
the farm along with ease of 
application and other such fac­ 
tors. To take this one step fur­ 
ther, we might also consider 
some factors commonly found to 
be responsible for poor results 
from the use of weed control 
chemicals. 
One thing that we sometimes 
find to be at fault is the fact” 
that the farm er has used a 
chemical that is not recom­ 
mended. Before a chemical is 
recommended by the University 
of Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture, it is tested in research 
plants for a number of years 
so that a farm er can be pretty 
well assured of getting good re­ 
sults if it is properly applied 
and weather and other condi­ 
tions are favorable. The chemi­ 
cal 
must also meet the label 
requirements 
established by 
U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture on the basis of Pure Food 
and Drug regulations so the 
farm er will know that it is safe 
for use 
for the purpose for 
which it is recommended. 
Timing of application is an 
important factor, and improper 
timing is often found to be re­ 
sponsible for poor results from 
the use of weed control chemi­ 
cals. Non-fortified herbicidal 
oils, for example, will give 
good results as an early sea­ 
son post emergence weed con­ 
trol 
treatm ent if used when 
weeds and grasses are small. 
Very often farm ers are dis­ 
appointed with the results ob­ 
tained, however, because they 
wait too late to apply the oil. 
Favorable weather conditions 
have been recognized by farm­ 
ers as a definite factor in de­ 
termining the regqlts that might

of 
trof¥Y$mYcals for sev­ 
eral 
years. 
Cotton farm ers 
knew, for example, that if they 
failed to get rain within two 
weeks after applying Diuron 
(Karmex) as a pre-emergence 
weed control chemical for cot­ 
ton, they could expect poor 
weed control. 
A number of 
cotton farm ers 
learned last 
spring that weather is also a 
very important factor in de­ 
termining when to apply some 
chemicals. In several cases 
farm ers failed to get good re­ 
sults from the use of D6MA 
as an early season post em er­ 
gence weed control treatment, 
and there was a very definite 
reason why it failed. Whereas 
DSMA 
is recommended for 
use when the air temperature is 
80 degrees F. or above, sev­ 
eral 
farm ers 
applied 
this 
chemical 
when temperatures 
ranged from 60 to 70 degrees. 
Very often when a farm er 
obtains poor results from the 
.use of a weed control chemical, 
we find that the proper amount 
of chemical has not been ap­ 
plied. Naturally it is very im­ 
portant ‘hat the proper amount 
of chemical lie applied. If we 
apply too little chemical, we can 
only expect poor 
weed 
con­ 
trol results. If we apply too 
much, we waste money and we 
might even damage the crop to 
which the chimcial is applied. 
It is very important that the 
sprayer be calibrated to apply 
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the proper amount. Information 
to assist farmers in calibrat­ 
ing sprayers may be otained 
at your County University Ex­ 
tension Center. 
Another common reason 
for 
obtaining poor results from the 
use of weed control chemicals 
is poor seedbed preparation. 
If we have a cloddy soil surface 
as a result of poor seedbed 
preparation, the clods will de­ 
flect the chemicals that hits 
them so that some space will 
be left un-treated 
around the 
clods which will result in poor 
coverage. Then, weeds 
and 
grasses can be expected to 
come up in these un-treated 
spots. 
Triflurabin 
(Treflan) should 
be properly incorporated into 
the soil for best results. Ac­ 
cording to our weed control 
specialists, poor incorporation 
has been responsible when poor 
weed control has been obtained 
from the use of this chemi­ 
cal in most cases. It is very 
important that this chemical be 
thoroughly mixed into the soil; 
therefore it should be done 
according to recommendations 
and by use of the proper equip­ 
ment. 
Finally, a common reason why 
'farm ers do not get the re­ 
sults that they expect from the 
use of weed control chemicals 
is because the weed in ques­ 
tion germinates too deeply for 
chemicals to reach them. For 
example, cocklebur seed often 
germinates as deeply as two 
inches or morb in the ground, 
w h e r e a s 
pre - emergence 
chemicals have to get the weed 
in the germinating stage or 
else they will not kill them 
In other words, once a cockle 
bur seed has germinated the 
plant can come right on up 
through the land treated with 
pre-emergence weed 
control 
chemicals. 
It is very important that the 
farm er do what he can to help 
insure good results 
from the 
use of weed control chemicals. 
For this reason, we suggest that 
he take the time and trouble to 
evaluate his weed control prac­ 
tices.

severe 
during 
wet 
weather. 
Charcoal rot, in contrast to 
Dlplodla and Gibberella, is par­ 
ticularly 
damaging in drier 
areas where corn is grown. This 
stalk rot will be found on the 
llgher soils and after extended 
periods of hot, dry weather. 
Balanced soil fertility and the 
use 
of full season adapted 
hybrids will also tend to re­ 
duce the severity of this dis­ 
ease. 
In the field, diseased plants 
die suddenly in various places. 
You may have noticed leaves 
that were dead and looked as if 
they were frosted. This was an 
early sympton. Death of the 
stalks usually occur in 7 to 10 
days after the leaf symptoms. 
The 
lower internodes turn 
brown and are easily crushed. 
The 
weakened lower stalks 
break over rather easily. 
Diplodia, Gibberella and Char­ 
coal stalk rots cannot be en­ 
tirely controlled at present, but 
certain of the hybrids have 
some resistance. Hybrids that 
utilize the full growing season 
usually have less stalk rot than 
those of earlier maturity. For 
selection of a hybrid for your 
farm if lodging has been a 
problem, examine the lodging 
data for the varieties for a 
period of years. A variety which 
has stood up fairly well may be 
somewhat superior. You may 
find this information for your 
area in the Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station Bulletin, Missouri 
Hybrid Corn Yield Trials. This 
publication can be secured from 
your County Extension Center.

Farm ers are still asking ques­ 
tions about the heavy 
field 
losses on corn this year. 
One source of this problem 
is the presence of stalk rots 
and root rots of corn. Stalk 
rots are widespread in most 
areas where corn is grown, and 
sometimes in serious losses In 
yield. 
Prem ature death of 
plants 
from stalk rot diseases results 
in light weight and chaffy ears 
with yield losses from 8 to 
16 percent. Fallen stalks are 
obviously difficult to harvest, 
and in seasons when moisture 
is high, ears in contact with 
the soil develop rots which can 
create storage problems. 
Several fungi and bacteria are 
responsible for stalk rot. The 
most common stalk rots 
are 
caused by fungi. They 
are 
Diplodia, Gibberella and Char­ 
coal rot. 
These fungi are sim ilar in the 
way they attack the corn plants. 
They ordinarily do not attack 
young, actively growing plants. 
Rather, they attack plants which 
are approaching maturity. 
Diplodia and Gibberella stalk 
rots ordinarily do not appear

So far, the Hall of Fame 
amounts to a museum and head­ 
quarters building on a site ad­ 
joining the Bonner Springs in­ 
terchange on the Kansas Turn­ 
pike about 10 miles west of 
Kansas City.

He stated that the 
Social 
Security Office and the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service are leav­ 
ing unless 
conditions 
there 
change. He said that workers 
in the government offices had 
objected to the beer bottles 
found on the sidewalk in front 
of the buildings, street fights, 
drunks coming into the offices 
requesting a raise in Social Se­ 
curity 
payments and to the 
moral conditions across the 
street. He declared that he had 
also heard that a house 
of 
prostitution 
was flourishing 
across the street. 
Cotrell informed councllmen 
that Dr. Fred Biggs, the own­ 
e r of the buildings where the 
government offices are located, 
has been told that the Gen­ 
eral 
Services Administration 
plans to move to new quarters 
If conditions are not corrected. 
Cotrell added that a federal 
investigator from GSA 
was 
coming here to verify reports 
and he feared they might move 
to another town. 
He stated, “ It is the most 
serious threat we’ve had to our 
good name" and said that the 
city was now on the defensive 
and would have to show the 
GSA that the city wanted the 
government offices to stay here. 
Chief of Police Bob Montague 
then informed members of the 
Council that conditions had been 
that way on Broadway and added 
that his department had made 
several a rrests. 
He stated that prostitutes had 
come from Springfied, Arkan­ 
sas, Arizona and Illinois. 
Montague added that city po­ 
lice, the sh eriffs office and the 
State Highway Patrol had gone 
into that area 1 0 different times 
and he felt that 80 per cent of 
the conditions there had been 
corrected. 
Councilman Bill Marvel of the 
Fourth Ward, chairman of the 
License 
Committee, 
volun­ 
teered to accompany 
Chief 
Montague and go into the area 
and discuss the situation with 
the people involved. 
Harlo Dunn, executive secre­ 
tary of the Chamber of Com­ 
m erce, reported that a rumor 
had been heard that the Inter­ 
national Shoe Co. was closing 
and he stated that 
company 
executives had said the plant 
would not be closed. 
Dunn 
stated that the work 
force was being reduced due to a 
lack of sales, but that there were 
no plans to close the plant. He 
added that executives had told 
him that when sales picked up 
the people would be rehlred.

"The plan is what you might 
call grass roots cooperation be­ 
tween 
the 
peoples of Latin 
America and the United States, 
on a private enterprise, good 
neighbor basis," says James H. 
Boren, director of the U.S. 
agency's partners program. . 
Boren's friends in the UJ>. 
Agency for International Devel­ 
opment, of which the alliance 
agency is a part, say Boron 
practically invented the part­ 
nership plan. Partnership pro­ 
gram s now are under way be­ 
tween 26 states or communities 
in the United Siates and an 
equal number of areas in Latin 
America. Additional plans are 
in the formative stage. 
For example, Delaware sent 
an eight-member team headed 
by form er Gov. Elbert N. Car­ 
vel, to Panama. The team de­ 
veloped plans to provide equip­ 
ment and manuals for Pana­ 
manian Boy Scouts and Girl 
Guides, funds for vocational 
training in Santiago, and finan­ 
cial aid for the purchase of nets 
and outboard motors by fishing 
cooperatives in San Carlos. 
In return, Panama was asked 
to select three Panamanians to 
advise the Delaware Highway 
Department on seaside road 
construction, beach 
erosion 
control, and ways to eliminate 
mosquitos. 
Oregon sent a five-member 
team to Costa Rica to work out 
specific projects inadvance of a 
campaign to obtain statewide 
public support for an exchange 
plan. Said Max H arriger, head 
of the Social Studies Division of 
the Oregon Department of Ed­ 
ucation and chairman of the 
team: 
"T his is not a Big Brother 
program under which we tell 
other people what to do. It is a 
mutual exchange between our 
people and those of other coun­ 
trie s.”

By Edward Collier 
Atlanta is the pace-setting city 
of the New South, a pivotal 
point on the Dixieland Trail.

is sheathed with gold mined in 
the northern part of the state. 
The Magic Circle motor route 
leads east for some 16 miles to 
Stone Mountain, an awesome 
862-foot high mass of gray gran­ 
ite that rises from a mountain- 
less, pastoral countryside. Un­ 
finished stone sculptures, started 
in 1918 to honor Confederate 
heroes, occupy a huge niche in 
the mountain’s face. Two Swiss- 
built cable cars make the ascent 
to the crest where you can get 
a magnificent view ranging from 
Georgia’s Blue Ridge Mountains 
to Atlanta’s skyline. Also here 
are replicas of the “General” 
and the “Texas”, railroad loco­ 
motives of Civil War fame that

Boren, a noncareer man, for­ 
mer’y was a professor in Ar­ 
lington (Tex.) State College and 
an administrative assistant to 
Sen. Ralph W. Yarborough, I> 
Tex. He was in Peru in 1961 
and 1962 to help direct the AID 
operations in that country. 
"I soon got the feeling the 
people in the communities of 
Peru wanted to do something 
effective to share their skills, 
experience 
and other things 
with the people of the United 
States," says Boren. "The idea 
of the partners plan possibly 
was born there, but actually the 
alliance charter,approved by 2 0 
American republics, contem­ 
plates the active cooperation 
and participation at the citizen 
level, on a private basis. That is 
what is happening now, and the 
enthusiasm in all areas is some­ 
thing rem arkable." 


Tliis year, little Costa Rica, in 
Central America, sent to Lane 
County in Oregon's Crow-Apple- 
gate School District a group of 
teachers who taught Spanish 
and worked with Spanish lan­ 
guage teachers in 1 2 elementary 
and junior high schools. They 
lived with families of the region, 
spent half of each day teaching 
Spanish and history and sociolo­ 
gy of their area, the other half 
in training. 
"It was so successful that 40 
school districts have expressed 
interest in a similar project for 
their schools next year,” Boren 
said. The Costa Rican teachers 
spent three months, at a time 
when their schools were closed 
for yearly vacations, and the 
Oregon schools were open. 
In Kentucky, the Louisville 
school system, and the state 
school 
authorities, have ex­ 
pressed interest in bringing in a 
group of teachers from Ecua­ 
dor. Tejas* private committee 
on the alliance partners is work­ 
ing on sim ilar plans with Peru­ 
vians. 
Miami 
University 
of Ohio 
wanted to train teachers in Por-. 
tuguese. So the state of Parana, 
Brazil, sent up an expert teach­ 
er to work with high school 
teachers taking summer cours­ 
es at the university. 
From the State of Rio Grande 
do Sul, Brazil, the Indiana De­ 
partment 
of Agriculture re­ 
ceived seeds of an alfalfa-type 
legume plant which puts its 
roots down 40 feet to reach 
water. Specialists there are 
studying the possibilities of its 
adaptation to rain-short areas in 
the United States. 
From Bolivia, 10 agricultural 
students of high school age went 
to Utah last year to live with 
fam ilies in that state, and study 
UJS. farming methods. 
High school students in Minas 
Gerais, 
Brazil, are sending 
sam ples of minerals from that 
state 
to a number of high 
schools in Colorado. 
Coming to Illinois to learn are 
two civic and social workers 
from Sao Paulo State, Brazil, to 
study methods of establishing in 
Brazil the unified agencies for 
raising funds for charitable pur­ 
poses. They will work with 
agency people in Illinois.

Disguised as a 
Serbian soldier, he sailed to 
England 
in an English boat 
across the Arctic Sea. 
Kerensky’s life has been spent 
in the emigre capitals of the 
world, finally settling in the 
United States in 1954. For many 
years, he worked among the 
Russian exiles and dreamed of 
the violent overthrow of the 
Communist regime. 
The dream faded with the 
years. 
“ The possibility of an armed 
revolution is past," he said. 
“ Now there will be gradual 
transormation as the younger 
generation is brought into the 
Communist minority. 
“ They must move to the or­ 
ganization of social and political 
life in accordance with human 
freedom which was the essence 
of the revolution. 
“ The fight then was between 
the more and more absolute and 
irresponsible monarchy and the 
desire of the people to introduce 
a system of responsible govern­ 
ment.
